Musically the bands 1 listen to a lot at the moment are 
Bark Angel,Beyond Possession,Antiseet,Slayer.....»e don't asks a eoncious attempt to 
sound like anyone in psrtloular-as most bands would say i think-although. you can't help 
picking up a few influences. 

P: I don't want to sound nasty or anything,but i feel this is a pretty irrelevent question. 
But w* have agreed to do this interview,and this question is.part of it so i'll say that 
rqy “favourite bands" are those who l feel have a totally non-commercial,committed and 
honest attitude to everything they do. Bands who live what they say,who aren't going to 
"sell-out" or pretend they're somehow more important unsn owner people because they're 
in a group. TOan 1 first got into this "movement",it was various bunds lyrics and writings 
I that helped me change say life style,and maqy bands still do influence me, one is particular, 
i being Chumbawamba. On* thing that depresses me is when you place trust in & band's 
sincerity and gain something from what they're saying,and then they appear to turn tail 
H and do the- opposite©? what they said they believed in. Xt is one thing for a band to 
progress beyond their original idea*,to expand their personal awareness and then feel 
that the format of a band is no longer viable as & means of expressing their beliefs. 

It is suite another when they decide that by just compromising a few values they can 
make lot* of money,get bigger etc. You see it time and time again,a'band gets to a 
. certain level of musical proficiency and realises that bigger labels are interested 
in it,with the prospect of expensive studios,bigger gigs,national music paper interviews 
and royalty cheques from those IPs available In JfiT/. And that doesn’t just scan EXX, 
Polydor etc,it also applies to the smaller but still big-minded(Commercial "indier" 
like Under One Flag,Xo*d Runner,etc. Know who i'o talking about? 

BO YOU BIKE THE "®m" TREND THAT SSE1B TO BE ALL E.E RACE AT THE NOISE? DO YOU 
BELIEVE IN SATAN? 

£: X«s,i do,but it was always on the cards anyway. Certain bands have always trodden 
a very fine line between hardcore and metal,although i use such labels merely for the 
purposes of.answering this and not through a edacious desire to create barriers. Xt has 
diversified the sort of crowd you would normally have expected to see at either sort of 
gig and i think a lot rsor® metsllers will pick up on the sincerity of hardcore and the 
sort of issues we are trying to promote. Metal has been a. sick parody of itself for a 
long time and i thin); hardcore was in danger of becoming the asm® due to the intoler¬ 
ance it was starting to oreate(&nd still-is?) towards those who have not adopted some 
of the aor® major issues. I can't really see many hardcore bands adopting "natal 
attitudes",the only mea that have were those most likely to cop out anyway(hello Onsl¬ 
aught ,Sacrilege,English Bogs..,.)and it is no surprise to see them fall over themselves 
to make £££, Alternatively,some of the sore liberal a*tal bands are starting to include 
"aware" lyrics in their songs,even though they may be only "token". Anyway,there's no 
point in just playing-to th«_saae hardcore cliques,the whole purpose is to get the 
message across to hopefully as many people as possible and to turn our backs on it 
would be very stupid. As for the music itself.well,i like most of the thrash stuff but 
the strictly HU bands-the mainstream stuff-i cannot stoaach in any capacity. Tha 
eossson denominator in this aetal trend is speed and as i Slave always preferred xoud, 
fast,heavy this is right up ey street. As regards the Satanic lyrics,well,i ignore 
thea,i don't fe< obliged to listen purely to bands who have "sooethiag to say" because 
that would b# restricting ay musical tastes and slightly unnecessary.- That's not to say 
that i's not open to suggestion of course,it's just that i turn to literature other 
than lyrics for ray stimuli!. 









/ To believe la Satan would mean that 1 wyuld have to believe ia Sod,hut the aon- 
•xietenae of one denies the existence of the other. The idea of Satan haa come through 
the same ohanuel* as those that have proaoyed Sod-to show us the evil that we aust repeat

popularised by banns such as Metallica and Venom. So consequently,"punk" bands who 
tuns to aetil are often prone to signing to major indie labels(see last answer). • 
Bottever,there is the advantage that most of the metal following have no Idealogieai 
suss whatsoever,apart from the occasional anti-war muttering,so a "cross—over" band 
with good lyrics can be to netal followers what Crass were to *79 "punks". However, 
few cross-over bands do this,and anyway,if they were truly radical,they*d never want 
to sign to a major Indie in the first place. 

I: Co i believe in Satan? What do you think? What a lot of these so-called "satan" 

hands don't mention is that satanism in it's true fora involves the ritual slaughter 
Of animals,often by slicing the neck in such a way as to cause a slow painful death, 

Sands such as Onslaught say they take satanism seriously,! just wonder whether they 
realise what a joke everyone else thinks their lyrics are.

Kore relevant to us is the 
way people treat each other and themselves. Personal freedom. Feminism,however, is a 
specific subject that very fen bands deal with(espeoially US bands). It's one area where 
i feel a lot can be achieved,s:nee it's definitely not “preaohiug to the converted".

I doubt If all the blacks .<111 want revenge f the Idea of ending apartheid and giving the 
vote to the blacks is to estate a nu3.ti-racj.al government which will, hope fully ,b* 
representative of all the parties involved, They will have to learn to work together,! 
don't know if it will work due to the intolerance of many of the Afrikaans-after all,they 
are not changing their rainds,they are only being forced to change their actions-and the 
taming d®sire(quite literally) that a lot of the blacks will obviously have for revenge. 
X hope that a mixing of the cultures will lead to a srutual respect of the other party ,out 
1 isagine that a lot of the wealthy whites Bust be terrified and will thus go to great 
lengths to keep what they have got,which will not be easy to resolve.

The real problem will still exist though, 
and that ia th® total disregard by one sort of person towards another of a different 
culture,something that is not really being looked at,especially by the whites who are^the 
general perpetrators of cultural genocide. Ask any aboriginie,Aoerican Indian.or black 
African. I think i’ve said enough on this for now,these are only iqy opinions,! hope you 
make your own minds up about what can be cone.
